"Only vii rnous twirls are to be befriend- 


ed by the society, I gather from its title. 
Does, it not bc-eoma rather a delicate mat- 
ter to adjudicate upon Jhe qnalificaHnrvj 
of young lady applicants.?" 


"Every case is investigated by two 


membeis of the committee, appointed 
annually for that purpose. They make 
their inquiries with proper tact and dis- 
cretion, and they also investigate the 
character of the man. Let us go through 
the entire procedure. Say a vacancy ha? 
been declared, which means that wo have 
sufficient in hand to pat another dowry 
np for competition. We send out notices 
to that effect and supply forma of appli- 
cation. We get four, five, six, perhaps 
a dozen couples contesting for tho prize. 
They all come before the committee in 
couples, and are asked questions con- 
cerning the money they have saved, the 
nature of the man's work, and so on. 
Once, I suppose, I must have been press-

Marble Mado WIUi Electricity. 


The latest achievement of science is 


the artificial production of marble from 
pure calcium carbonate. 


M. H. le Chatalier, a French chemist, 


takes the calcium in the form of an im- 
palpable powder and compresses it ia a 
steel cylinder between two pistons with 
a pressure of 2,000 pounds to the square 
inch. While in this condition a platinum 
spiral, previously imbedded in tho pow- 
der, is heated by an electric current, 
with the result that the powder in the 
neighborhood of the wire is rendered 
crystalline and translucent. 


Sections of tho resulting substance 


when examined underneath a microscope 
exhibited the characteristics of certain 
specimens of slightly macled marble. 
This remarkable work of the electric 
current may prove the stepping stone to 
greater achievements in the production 
of artificial stone of all kinds.

A simple method of photographing a 


person in five different attitude? all at 
once has been invented by a New Jersey 
photographer, by means of •which the 
same picture gives five different views of 
the sitter. This is accomplished by using 
[is a bcckgronnd two plane mirrors, form- 
ing between them an angle of 45 degrees, 
and placing the person at the junction. 
The usefulness of such pictures will not 
be confined to ordinary life, as they will 
be most valuable in criminology and an- 
thropology-—Exchange.

TIIK INCOME TAX BILL. 


The Committee on Ways and Means 


by a vote of six to five has agreed to 
report a bill to tax individual incomes. 
The bill will provide that incomes of 
over $4,000 be taxed two per cent. 
There was another proposition before 
the committee to tax the net income of 
corporations from one to five per cent, 
according to the amount of the income, 
bat it was defeated by a vote of seven 
to four. 


'JLiiere is much opposition to tin in- 


come tax, bat it nearly all comes from 
rich people. 
A tax of that character 


was imposed daring the war and col- 
lected for several years after Lee's sur- 
render at Appomatox. Its advocates 
claim that it is the most equitable tax 
that can be levied, because it is im- 
pofeed on what a person has and upon 
those who are able to bear it. The 
principle on which it is based was laid 
down by Adam Smith and its justice 
has not been disputed except by those 
who are swayed by selfish motives. 
The great political "conomist held that 
the people of eve •/ State ought to 
contribute to the support of govern- 
ernment as nearly as possible in pro- 
proportion to their respective abilities, 
that is in proportion to the revenue 
which they respectively enjoy under 
the protection of the State. 


The President, who receives a salary 


of $50,000 a year, favored a tax on the 
incomes of corporations, but was op- 
posed to taxing individual incomes. A 
majority of the committee took a dif 
foreat view of thi proposition and op 
posed the taxation of corporation in 
comes. They argued that a poor man 
whose income did not exceed a few 
hundred dollars a year, might be 
stockholder in a corporation and that 
therefore his income should not be 
taxed, whereas no mistake can be made 
on taxing individuals, as only those 
whose incomes exceed $4,000 a year will 
have to pay the tax. 


This appears to be an equitable

MINEUAL PRODUCTS. 


A. NJSW S11.VKK HII.L. 


Congressman Gates of Alabama, who 


proposed the annexation of Utah to 
Nevada-, has introduced a bill to pro- 
vide for the coinage of the silver bullion 
now owned by the Government. The 
bill mak'is it the duty of the Treasury 
to have coined $40,000,000 of the bullion 
purchased under the Shercmu act and 
set that amount apart for the redemp- 
tion of the notes paid out for the 
bullion, and when said sum is reduced 
below $40,000,000 by the redemption of 
said notes the Secretary shall, from any 
silver dollars in the Treasury, not 
otherw i ie appropriated, add to the said 
sum so as to keep it up to $40^000,000. 


The bill provides that any contract 


hereafter made by the Government, or 
between corporations or persons, which 
by its terms or by law is payable in 
dollars, may at its maturity or there- 
after be paid in any lawful com of the 
United States. 


Divested of all superfluous verbiage, 


the bill simply provides for the coinage 
of $40,000,000 of the bullion now stored 
in the Treasury and makes all debts 
contracted after its passage payable in 
any lawful coin. The Secretary of the 
Treasury redeems no Treasury notes 
issued in payment of bullion in silver 
dollars, consequently the $40,000,000, 
when coined, would be stored in the 
Treasury vaults as the bullion is now. 


There is nothing of beuent to the sil- 


ver interest of the country in the new 
bill. It simply provides for the coin- 
age of $40,000,000 now in the Treasury 
and storing the dollars in place of the 
bullion. 


of the Cfclef of Division of 


Mining Statistic*. 


WASHISTOJ?, January 3.—Tbe report 


of the mining resources of the country, 
prepared by Chief Day of the Division 
of Mining Statistics of the Geological 
Survey, show that the high water mark 
in mineral productions was reached in 
892, both in this and every other conn- 
ry. The total value of all mineral 
products that year was $684,778,768. 
This is $20,000,000 greater than for any 
previous year. Among the large gains 
was 976,180 tons in pig iron, with an ag- 
gregate product of 9,156,000 tons, valued 
at $131,161,039. Gold showed a slight 
LOSS, the year's product being $33,000,- 
000. 
The silver product was 58,000,000 


ounces. 
Copper 
gained 
67,565,666 


pounds, making an aggregate of 353,- 
275,742 pounds, valued at $37,977,142. 
Lead gained 10,858 tons, aggregating 
213,236 tons, valued at $17,051,770. The 
year's product of zinc aggregated 87,- 
260 tons, valued at $8,027,920. Quick- 
silver 27,993 flasks valued at $1,245,688. 
Tin from mines of California 160,000 
pounds, valued at $324,000. Nickel 92,- 
252 pounds, valued at $40,739. Alum- 
inum 259,985 pounds, valued at $172,- 
824. Bituminous coal increased 8,000,- 
000 tons, total 113,237,845 tons, valued 
at $125,195,139. 


Petroleum declined rapidly. In 1891 


there were 34,000,000 barrels produced, 
but only 50,500,136 valued at $26,934,196 
in 1893. Natural gas also fell off both 
in quantity and value. Its |high water 
mark was reached in 1888, when the 
product was valued at $22,629875.

IGNORING THE ftlONJSV QUESTION. 


The Pennsylvania Bepublican State 


Convention, which assembled it Har- 
ris burg yesterday to nominate a candi- 
date for Cougressman-at-1 .rge, lost 
eight of the money question altogether 
in framing a platform, and attributed 
the general busines* depression to the 
Wilson bill, although that bill has not 
even been debated in Congress.

it Provides for the Coinage of Govern- 


ment Bullion. 


Representative Oates of Alabama has 


introduced the folio whig bill: 


Section 1. All silver bullion now 


owned by the United States shall be 
corned as speedily as practicable into 
the standard silver dollars of the 
weight and fineness as now prescribed 
by law, which shall be a legal tender in 
payment of all debts, public and pri- 
vate; provided that one-seventh part of 
said bullion may be coined into half- 
dollars; quarter-dollars and dimes in 
the proportion as directed by the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury, and to contain 
the amounts of pure silver and alloy 
as is now prescribed by law for such 
coinage. 


Sec. 2. The Secretary of the Treas- 


ury shall set apart $40,000,000 to be 
coined as af orsaid, for the redemption 
of notes issued by the treasury and 
paid out for the purchase of silver bul- 
lion in the manner provided in the act 
of July 14, 1890, and whenever said sum 
is reduced below $40,000,000 by the re- 
demption of said notes, the Secretary 
shall, from any other silver dollars in 
tbe tre isury, not oth<""7ise appropri- 
ated, add to the F-W! ? ,01 so as to keep 
it up to $40,0^,00^, until the aggregate 
amount of s > J. notes outstanding is re- 
duced below that sum, and then the 
Secretary shall keep in the treasury 
for redemption an amount of silver 
dollars equal to the amount of notes 
outstanding until all are redeemed; 
provided the Secretary may reissue any 
of the feaid notes, when redeemed, as 
provided in the act of July 14, 1890. 


Sec. 3. Any contract, hereafter made 


by the government of the United 
States, or betwtsn corporations, or a 
corporation csad a person or persons, 
or between private persons, which is 
by its terms, or by law, payable in dol- 
lars, or dollars and cents, may be paid 
at its maturity or thereafter in. any 
lawful coin of the United States.

Real Purposes. . 


To the eye of an honest man no tool is 


n burglar's tool. Were be to find a mos 
approved kit/'he would merely think 
that a mechanic had lost"•'his stock in 
trade. Drills, punches, bits and ordi 
nary jimmies have each almost a coun 
terpart in open daylight work, and only 
to the sophisticated would it appear tha 
tha bits of steel were implements o: 
trime. To those who know, the two 
distinctive burglars' toola are the sec 
I'.onal jimmy and nippers, the first being 
ft steel bar so arranged that it can be nn< 
ccrewed into several pieces for cohveh 
ience in carrying. 


The other is like a pair of curlinj 


tongs, the clutching end being armec 
with little teeth, and is used for turning 
keys in doors from the outside. The 
manufacture of these tools is not, as has 
been supposed, confined exclusively to 
any set of men. A burglar, desirous o; 
obtaining a kit, will go to a hardware 
store and purchase drills, brace and bits, 
punches and wedges, vhese latter bei 
in a series, from those the thinness of, c 
knife blade to others the thickness of 
ono'a hand. This usscitment of seeming- 
ly innocent tor>]; 1m ukes to a mechanic, 
with instrnr^kjB to temper them to a 
certain hr r '.ness. 
To another black- 


Hinith he goes, and drawing a diagram 
bus a piece of iron made in accordance. 


Still another makes him a second part, 


and finally the thief has a "drag," the 
most powerful and perhaps the most 
useful tool, from his standpoint, that can 
bo used in opening a safe. It consists of 
a long screw, with simple iron braces to 
be attached by a link to the knob of the 
floor,, 


A hole is bored through the front of 


the safe by means of a bit, a block is ad- 
Justed on the inside, and on this is placed 
the point of the screw, which is turned 
by a crank. As the screw revolves it 
penetrates farther and farther until the 
Duck is reached. Then, as the tremen- 
dous pressuru continues, something hat 
to give, the front generally being ripped 
out. 


This apparatus, in addition to its sim- 


plicity and quick work, has the advan- 
tage of being noiseless.—Philadelphia 
Times.

The Cream of Tartar Tree. 


The oldest tree now extant is proba- 


bly the baobab (Adansonia digitata) of 
Africa, aluis the sour gourd or creain 
of tartar tree (Adansonia .Gregorii) of 
Australia. This remarkable tree has a 
rather short and branching trunk not 
more than 60 or 70 feet high, while its 
girth at the ground is from 85 to 05 feet, 
Oae of them has names cut upon it 
which date back to the fourteenth cen- 
tury, and the naturalist Adanson, who 
gave the genus its botanic name, calcu- 
lated from certain data that its ageinust 
be upward of 5,000 years. The hollow 
trunks of these trees, which are capa- 
cious enough to hold comfortably 80 or 
10 'bodies, aro used a& tombs by tho ntv 
tivo Africans, where the suspended 
corpses soou become thoroughly mummi- 
fied and preserved.—Boston Transcript, 


Javanese Music.

They also 
played upon a pipe, or whistle, which 
was about 3 feet, long and 0 inches across.
